The  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  is  essentially  a service 
and  regulatory  agency  concerned  with  the  various  phases  of  marketing 
farm  products.  Among  its  major  activities  are  fact-finding  and  fact- 
disseminating.  The  Service  collects,  compiles,  summarizes,  and  in- 
terprets a great  quantity  of  statistical  data  relating  to  agriculture. 

Crop  and  livestock  production  reports  are  in  large  part  pre- 
pared from  information  supplied  hy  more  than  a half  million  voluntary 
crop  reporters  of  which  some  200,000  report  monthly.  The  material  is 
assembled  by  State  statisticians  in  Ul  field  offices  and  sent  to  Wash- 
ington for  review,  consolidation,  and  release.  Estimates  of  acreage, 
yield,  production,  farm  utilization,  and  sales  are  reported  for  more 
than  100  crops,  and  timely  information  is  provided  on  the  progress  of 
these  crops  during  the  growing  season.  The  reports  also  include 
estimates  of  the  numbers  of  all  classes  of  livestock  on  farms,  and 
numbers  on  feed  or  available  for  market;  of  wool  and  mohair  production; 
and  on  the  production  and  utilization  of  poultry  and  dairy  products. 

Cold  storage,  farm  price  and  other  reports  are  prepared  and 
issued  from  Washington,  D.  C,  Most  of  these  are  of  a statistical 
nature  but  are  usually  accompanied  by  textual  material  prepared  in 
press  release  form.  These  reports  cover  quantities  of  farm  products 
in  cold  storage  warehouses,  grade  and  staple  length  of  cotton;  seasonal 
information  on  quality  of  grain  crops;  prices  received  and  paid  by 
farmers;  farm  labor  and  wage  rates;  etc.  Mailing  lists  for  these  re- 
ports are  maintained  in  Washington.  A number  of  them,  however,  are 
abstracted  and  issued  from  the  field  for  regional  and  local  distribution. 
Annual  statistical  reports  are  issued  for  a number  of  commodities. 

Market  news  reports  are  based  on  information  gathered  in  the 
principal  markets  and  producing  sections  of  the  country.  The  reports 
cover  movement,  demand,  market  supplies,  quality,  and  prices  of  live- 
stock, meats,  cotton  and  cottonseed,  wool,  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables, 
dairy  products,  poultry  products,  grain,  hay,  feed,  and  feedstuffs, 
seeds,  tobacco,  honey,  peanuts,  etc.  The  information,  gathered 
simultaneously  in  many  markets,  is  transmitted  from  one  field  office 
to  another  by  leased  wire  and  by  commercial  telegraph,  where  it  is 
available  for  local  and  regional  distribution.  The  reports  are 
mimeographed  and  mailed  from  the  various  market  news  field  offices  of 
the  Service.  For  some  producing  sections,  commodity  market  summaries 
are  issued  following  the  close  of  the  marketing  season. 

Reports  and  Bulletins  on  technical  research,  service  activities, 
and  special  marketing  studies  are  prepared  and  issued  from  Washington 
in  mimeographed  and  printed  form.  When  printed  they  appear  in  the  De- 
partment's series  of  publications,  including  technical  bulletins,  cir- 
culars, farmers'  bulletins,  miscellaneous  publications,  handbooks,  etc. 
Following  issuance,  such  reuorts  and  bulletins  are  listed  or  reviewed 
in  the  monthly  publication  MARKETING  ACTIVITIES.  All  are  distributed 
from  Washington.

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CROP  AND  LIVESTOCK  PRODUCTION  REPORTS 


The  crop  and, livestock  estimating  system  consists  of  the  Federal 
Crop  Reporting  Board  and  an  operating  staff  in  Washington  and  in  4l 
field  offices.  Each  field  office  is  under  the  direction  of  an  Agri- 
cultural Statistician  (see  preceding  page)  who  works  under  the  general 
supervision .of  the  Washington  office. 

Crop  production  and  livestock  population  estimates  are  Based  upon, 
returns  received  from  more  than  500,000  voluntary  crop . reporters  located 
in  every  agricultural  county  in  the  country.  The  data  are  compiled  and 
summarized  in  the  respective  State  offices  and  sent  to  the  Washington 
office  for  final  analysis  hy  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  The  reports  are 
released,  as  required  By  law,  at  exact  hours  on  dates  specified  By  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture.  The  dates  shown  Below  and  on  the  next  pages 
are  those  on  which  the  scheduled  reports  are  Being  issued  during  19^1 . 
Dates  for  release  of  other  reports,  not  specified  By  law,  are  given 
following  the  list  of  scheduled  reports. 

The  reports  are  given  general  distribution  By  press  and  radio. 
Mimeographed  copies  are  distributed  immediately  after  release  to  persons 
who  request  them.  The  reports  are  printed  in  the  monthly  statistical 
periodical  ■ "Crops  and  Markets"  which  is  sent  free  to  officials  and  which 
is  available  to  others  for  $1  a year.  All  remittances  for  the  latter 
publication  should  Be  sent  to  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government 
Printing  Office.

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RADIO  SERVICES 

National  Network  Programs.  The  "Swing  of  the  Markets"  consists  of 
a 300  to  500  word  daily  broadcast  of  hews  from  the  more  important  farm 
markets,  and  is  intended  as  a guide  to  market  trends.  It  is  presented  as 
a part  of  the  National  Farm  and  Home  Hour  (12:30  - 1:15  P.M.  , E.T.),  an 
NBC  coast-to-coast  program  carried  by  approximately  90  stations.  The 
Swing  presents  highlights  on  cotton  at  New  York  and  New  Orleans;  wool  at 
•New  York;  corn,  wheat,  hogs,  cattle,  and  lambs  at  Chicago-;  butter,  eggs, 
potatoes,  and  other  fruits  and  vegetables  at  New  York-  and  Chicago.  High- 
lights of  various  reports  issued  at  Washington,  and  reports  of  storm 
damage  are  included  in  this  Swing,  as  available. 

The  "Market  Round-Up" , a weekly  2 to  3 minute  summary  of  market 
news,  is  a regular  part  of  the  • "Columbia1 s Country  Journal  (12:00  - 
12:30  P.M.  , E.T.).  This  program  is  carried  over  a CBS  coast-to-coast 
network. of  71  stations  each  Saturday.  Like  the  Swing,  the  Round-Up  is 
also  intended  as  a guide  to  market  trends. 

In  addition  to  these  two  regular  features,  two  to  three  broadcasts 
are  presented  each  month  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  during  the 
Department  of  Agriculture's  portion  of  the  National  Farm  and  Kerne  Hour. 
These  broadcasts  cover  crop  and  livestock  reports,  cold  storage  holdings, 
farm  prices  and  farm  employment,  and  other  information  from  the  Service. 
These  reports  are  usually  presented  either  on  the  day  of  release  or  the 
following  day.  Special  broadcasts  dealing  with  marketing  and  market 
facilities  and  other  activities  of  the  Service  are  presented  from  time 
to  time. 

Regional  Network  Programs.  General  economic  information  and  daily 
market  summaries  are  provided  to  the  Pacific  Coast  and  Rocky  Mountain 
States  through  "Western  Agriculture  on  the  Air. " This  program  originates 
in  San  Francisco  and  is  carried  by  the  NBC  Vest  Coast  Red  Network.  It  is 
presented  under  the  direction  of  the  Radio  Service,  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture,  and  is  carried  by  10  stations  in  7 States.  In  addition  to 
the  regular  market  information,  members  of  the  AMS  staff  in  San  Francisco 
are  frequent  participants  in  the  broadcast. 

Similar  information  is  sent  to  New  England  listeners  through  daily 
programs  originating  in  Boston.  Two  broadcasts  are  presented  daily  over 
WBZ  and  VBZA,  and  one  broadcast  through  the  Colonial  Network  over  9 
stations  in  5 States. 

Spot  and  Local  Broadcasts.  Local  market  news  broadcasts  continue 
to  be  the  backbone  of  radio  dissemination  of  market  information.  These 
market  news  broadcasts  consist  principally  of  information  supplied  by  the 
Agricultural  Marketing  Service.  In  most  instances  the  information  is 
provided  directly  or  indirectly  by  the  Service's  field  offices.  Many 
market  reports  are  broadcasts  by  remote  control  direct  from  wholesale 
markets  or  stock  yards.  Some  reports  are  supulied  to  nearby  radio 
stations  by  messenger  and  telephone.  Most  of  the  more  distant  stations 
receive  their  market  news  through  the  nation— wide  ore s s associations.  A 
few  receive  their  information  by  telegraph,  largely  C.N.D.  service.  'The 
press  associations  provide  sectional,  regional , and  local  distribution  for 
a large  volume  of  market  news,  crop  and  livestock  reports,  end  other  in- 
formation originating  in  the  service.  Very  few  stations  use  reports 
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received  by  mail,  because  such  reports  have  lost  much  of  their  market  value 
by  the  time  they  are  available  for  broadcasting. 

Additional  marketing  ad  economic  information  is  given  radjfo  dis- 
semination through. ’’Farm  Flashes.”  Farm  flashes  are  in  most  instances 
provided  to  radio  .stations  through  the  State  Extension  Editors,  who 
frequently  further  localize  it  before  it  goes  on  the  air.  These  *1*1  ashes” 
are  carried  by  approximately  475  radio  stations. 

5n  addition  to  the  distribution  given  to  market  news  by  the  nation- 
al press  associations,  one  press  association  provides  nationwide  distri- 
bution of  digests  of  current  releases  under  the  heading  of  ”On  The  Farm 
Front. 11  • , ■ 

Homemaker  Broadcasts.  Several  market  news  offices,  among  them 
those  at  Boston,  Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Denver, 
Kansas  City,  and  Oklahoma  City,  are  presenting  2 to  5 broadcasts  a week 
of  information  for  the  homemakers.  These  broadcasts  deal  largely  with 
news  concerning  the  supply,  quality,  and  price  trends  of  fruits  and  vege- 
tables. However,  comments  on  other  farm  products  are  included  in  many 
broadcasts. 

Directory.  The  19^1  Directory  of  Market  News  Broadcasts  provides 
detailed  information  on  programs  of  this  type  presented  over  more  than 
420  stations.  Copies  of  this  Directory  may  be  had  by  writing  to  the 
Marketing  Information  Division,  Agricultural  Marketing  Service,  Washing- 
ton, D.  C. 


PRINTED  PUBLICATIONS

"CROPS  AND  MARKETS" 

"Crops  and  Markets11  is  a printed  monthly  publication  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture.  It  carries  the  monthly  crop  report,  and 
market  statistics  on  livestock,  meats,  wool,  dairy  and  poultry  products, 
grain,  feed  and  seed,  and  cotton.  Included  are  prices  received  by 
farmers,  information  on  agricultural  income,  and  special  material  of  a 
marketing  and  economic  nature.  Distribution  is  limited  by  public 
resolution  57  to  Department  employees,  staff  members  of  agricultural 
colleges,  cooperators,  agricultural  libraries,  and  the  press.  Copies 
may  be  obtained  regularly  from  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government 
Printing  Office,  at  a subscription  price  of  $1  per  year  (foreign  rate  $1.50). 

"MARKETING  ACTIVITIES" 

"Marketing  Activities"  is  a processed  publication  issued  about  the 
tenth  of  each  month.  It  is  designed  to  keep  marketing  officials  and  mar- 
keting specialists — and  the  general  public; — informed  as  to  current  service, 
technical  research,  and  related  projects  in  the  field  of  marketing.  It 
carries  signed  articles  dealing  with  the  various  phases  of  marketing — 
standardization,  inspection,  packing,  grading,  labeling,  handling,  market 
reporting,  market  statistics,  etc.  Requests  for  the  publication  should 
be  made  to  Agricultural  Marketing  Service. 

"P  & S DOCKET" 

The  "P  & S Docket",  issued  monthly  from  Washington,  provides  "a 
report  of  action  taken  on  cases  arising  under  the  Packers  and  Stockyards 
Act."  A description  of  each  case  on  which  cation  has  been  taken  during 
the  month  preceding  the  date  of  issue  is  prepared  in  popular  style  for 
general  reader  consumption.  These  descriptions  are  followed  by  items  of 
general  interest,  including  a statement  as  to  stockyards  posted  and  de- 
posted  during  the  month.  A tabular  statement  shows  new  dockets  issued  and 
dockets  on  which  some  action  has  been  taken. 

"COTTON  LITERATURE" 

"Cotton  Literature  - Selected  References"  is  prepared  each  month 
in  the  Library  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  the  Agricultural  Mar- 
keting Service,  and  the  Bureaus  of  Plant  Industry,  and  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine.  The  purpose  of  this  mimeographed  publication  is  to  select  from 
the  mass  of  current  literature  on  cotton  those  books  and  articles  that  are 
of  interest  to  workers  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  to  bring  them 
promptly  to  the  attention  of  these  workers.  It  is  distributed  to  Government 
officials,  libraries,  workers  in  agricultural  colleges  and  experiment 
stations  and  other  institutions,  and  individuals  who  can  show  a need  for  it. 
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RELATED  REPORTS 

Commodity  Situation  Reports  — on  wheat,  cotton,  feed,  livestock,  wool, 
dairy,  poultry  and  eggs,  fruit,  vegetables,  tobacco,  fats  and  oils,  rice,  and 
sugar  — are  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  These  monthly 
and  periodic  reports  are  designed  to  give  a rather  complete  picture  of  the 
supply,  demand,  price,  and  outlook  situation  for  the  respective  commodities. 
These  situation  reports  contain  information' on  the  outlook  for  agricultural 
commodities  to  aid  in  planning  production  and  marketing.  Erom  time  to  time, 
the  results  of  special  studies  relating  to  the  prices  of  the  respective 
commodities  axe  included, 

nThe  Earm  Income  Situation11  is  issued  monthly  by  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics.  It  contains  estimates  of  cash  farm  income  from 
marketings  and  Government  payments  in  the  preceding  month,  with  separate 
estimates  of  income  from  the  principal  groups  of  commodities.  It  also  con- 
tains estimates  of  income  by  States  from  sales  of  crops,  sales  of  livestock 
and  livestock  products,  and  Government  payments  in  the  second  preceding 
month.  Annual  estimates  of  cash  and  gross  income  by  States  for  major  farm 
commodities  are  issued  in  February  and  July. 

nThe  Demand  and  Price  Situation,"  issued  monthly  by  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics,  reviews  the  factors  affecting  the  domestic  and 
foreign  demand  for  farm  products,  and  general  trends  in  the  prices  of  farm 
products,  wholesale  prices  of  other  products,  and  farm  income.  It  also 
contains  summaries  of  the  price  situation  and  outlook  for  major  farm  pro- 
ducts. This  publication  provides  more  detailed  and  technical  analyses  than 
nThe  Agricultural  Situation.11 

MThe  Agricultural  Situation**  is  a printed  publication  issued  by 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  about  the  tenth  of  each  month.  It 
contains  very  brief  summaries  of  the  price  and  production  situations  for 
the  more  important  farm  products,  and  a limited  number  of  tables  enabling 
the  reader  to  keep  up  to  date  on  the  current  agricultural  situation. 

Brief  articles  dealing  with  current  economic  problems  of  agriculture  are 
included.  This  publication  is  designed  primarily  for  those  who  are  in- 
terested in  following  the  general  situation  for  agriculture  from  a non- 
technical standpoint.  Free  distribution  is  limited  to  U.  S.  Department 
of  Agriculture  or  State  College  workers  or  cooperators,  to  agricultural 
libraries,  and  the  press.  Others  may  obtain  it  from  the  Superintendent  of 
Documents,  Government  Printing  Office,  Washington,  D.  C. , at  a subsription 
price  of  50  cents  a year  (foreign  rate  70  cents). 

Outlook  Statements.  Annual  outlook  statements  appear  in  the 
situation  reports  at  the  time  which  will  help  the  farmer  to  prepare  his 
production  and  marketing  plans  for  the  coming  year.  Shorter-term  out- 
look material  is  included  in  the  situation  reports  from  month  to  month. 

Special  statements  on  outlook  are  issued  occasionally  as  the  need  arises. 

The  annual  agricultural  outlook  report  (mimeographed)  and  the  annual 
farm  outlook  (printed)  have  been  discontinued. 

Requests  for  situation,  income  and  outlook  reports  should  be 
addressed  to  the  Division  of  Economic  Information,  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics,  Washington,  D.  C. 
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REPORTS  ON  REGULATORY  ACTIVITIES 

The  machinery  for  regulating  the  relations  of  producers  and 
dealers  is  set  up  under  a number  of  specific  Acts  of  Congress.  In 
all,  the  activities  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  involve 
the  administration  of  20  specific  statutes,  among  them  the  Cotton 
-Standards  Act,  Cotton  Futures  Act,  Grain  Standards  Act,.  Packers  and 
Stockyards  Act,  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act,  Standard 
Container  Acts,  Produce  Agency  Act,  Export  Apple  and  Pear  Act,  Dairy 
Exports  Act,  Tobacco  Inspection  Act,- Tobacco  Seed. and  Plant  Exportation 
Act,  Warehouse  Act,  Federal  Seed  Act,  Insecticide  Act,  and  Naval  Stores 
Act.  Among. these  statutes  there  are  also  certain  market  "service" 
acts  - — Cotton  Grade  and  Staple  Statistics  Act,  Tobacco  Stocks  and 
Standards  Act,  Peanut  Statistics  Act,  and  Wool  Standards  Act.  Authority 
for  the  inspection  of  farm  products. is  provided  in  annual  agricultural 
appropriation  acts. 

Packers  and  Stockyards.  Individual  dockets. on  violations  under 
the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  are  mimeographed  for  release  to  those 
interested.  These  dockets  show  the  Secretary's  formal  notice  of  in- 
quiry and  action  taken.  (Also  see  "P  & S Docket",  page  53.) 

Federal  Seed  Act.  A tabulation  showing  pounds  of  seed  imported 
into  the  United  States  under  the  Federal  Seed  Act,  and  giving  country 
of  origin  is  issued  semi-monthly. 

, Issued  at.  Washington  about  the  1st  and  15th  of  each  month. 

Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act.  At  intervals  of 
approximately  two  weeks  a mimeographed  circular  is  issued  giving 
summaries  of  decisions  of  the  Secretary  in  which  publication,  of  the 
facts  has  been  ordered.  A Digest  of  Decisions  of  the  Secretary  is 
available  in  loose-leaf,  mimeographed  form.  This  is  revised  semi- 
annually. 

Notices  of  Judgment.  Pamphlets  containing  court  actions, 
filed  against  manufacturers  of  insecticides  and  fungicides,  or  in- 
volving consignments  of  their  products  that  thave  been  removed  from 
the  channels  of  commerce  by  process  of  seizure. 

Issued  at  Washington  from  time  to  time  during  the  year. 
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STANDARD I ZAT ION,  G HADING,  AND  INSPECTION 

Standardization,  grading,  and  inspection  of  farm  products  are 
among  the  principal  functions  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service.  The 
dhief  value  of  uniform  grading  is  to  provide  a "basis  for  merchandising 
according  to  quality  — it  provides  a uniform  yardstick  "by  which  to  measure 
gradations  in  quality,'  a guage  to  serve  as  the  "basis  for  "buying  and  selling. 

Standards  have  been  established  for  grain,  cotton,  cottonseed,  linters, 
tobacco,  livestock,  meats,  57  of  the  fruits  and  vegetables,  and  for  many 
other  farm  products.  Some  of  these  standards  are  mandatory  if  the  products 
are  sold  by  grade  and  shipped  in  interstate  or  foreign  commerce.  This  is 
true  for  grain  and  cotton.  In  contracts  for  futures,  standards  for  grain, 
cotton,  butter,,  wool,  tops  and  potatoes  are  mandatory.  The  use  of  standards 
for  most  other  commodities  is  voluntary. 

.Inasmuch  as  the  standards  for  farm  products  must  cover  significant 
gradations  in  quality  they  are  not  like  the  minimum  standards  established 
under  the  Food,  Drug,  and  Cosmetic  Act.  They  must  go  further.  They  must 
differentiate  the  full  range  of  commercial  quality  in  a supply  to  afford  a 
basis  of  trading  In  all  qualities  of  the  product. 

The  inspection  service  is  available  on  many  farm  products  in  most 
of  the  principal  producing  areas  or  receiving  centers,  or  in  other  con- 
venient locations.  Grading  and  inspection,  varying  in  extent  as  between 
the  commodities,  is  conducted  on  both  fresh  and  canned  fruits  and  vegetables, 
dairy  and  poultry  products,  meats,  wool,  grain,  hay,  beans,  rice,  cotton, 
cottonseed,  linters,  tobacco,  peanuts,  pecans,  walnuts,  honey,  maple  sirup, 
and  other  products.  In  the  case  of  meats,  poultry,  eggs,  and  butter, 
programs  have  been  developed  for  carrying  the  official  grade  designations 
through  the  trade  channels  to  the  consumer. 

Standards  for  naval  stores  (turpentine  and  rosin)  have  been  es- 
tablished under  the  Naval  Stores  Act  of  1923.  The  use  of  the  official 
standards  is  mandatory  when  such  products  are  sold  and  shipped  in  inter- 
state or  foreign  commerce.  Federal  inspection  of  naval  stores  is  pro- 
vided at  the  request  of  interested  persons. 

Current  information  in  the  field  of  standardization  and  grading 
is  carried  in  the  monthly  periodical  ’’Marketing  Activities. 11  (See  page  53.)
